Elder  George 

Q.  Morris 
passes  away 


HIGH  tribute  was  paid  to 
Elder  George  Q.  Morris  of 
the  Council  of  the  Twelve  at  the 
funeral  services  held  Wednesday. 
April  25,  in  the  Salt  Lake  Taber- 
nacle. 

The  devoted  88-year-old  Church 
official  died  in  the  LDS  Hospital 
in  Salt  Lake  City  early  Monday 
morning,  April  23,  following  a  brief 
illness. 

Speakers  who  paid  tribute  to 
his  life  of  service  and  faithful 
leadership  were  President  David 
O.  McKay,  President  Henry  D. 
Moyle,  First  Counsellor  in  the 
First  Presidency,  Elder  Richard  L. 
Evans  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve 
and  Elder  Clark  N.  Stohl  of  the 
YMMIA  General  Board. 

Elders  Harold  B.  Lee  and  Ezra 
Taft  Benson  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  offered  the  prayers. 

President  McKay  conducted  the 
services  and  at  the  beginning  read 
several  cablegrams  from  others  of 
the  General  Authorities  who  were 
in  far-flung  missions  of  the 
Church. 

President  McKay  said  of  Elder 
Morris,  "Our  departed  brother  was 
one  of  those  great,  unselfish  souls 
who  forget  themselves  for  others, 
and  win  immortality.  He  was  a 
man  of  high  principles;  clean  in 
thought  and  act.  He  was  upright, 
straightforward,  ever  ready  to 
defend  the  right,  and  equally 
prompt  to  denounce  the  wrong. 
During  his  long  career,  he  was 
dependable  in  business,  consistent 
in    religion,    and    in    all   his   acts. 


He  was  rich  in  inheritance, 
superior  in  achievement,  indefatig- 
able in  service,  true  and  devoted 
as  a  husband  and  father;  faithful 
to  every  duty  and  appointment 
assigned  to  him;  a  true  Apostle  of 
Jesus  Christ.  I  believe  that  of  him 
it  can  truly  be  said:  "Never  once 
did  the  breath  of  scandal  touch 
him." 

"He  was  not  only  careful  in 
building  his  own  character,  but 
exemplary  in  defending  the  repu- 
tation of  others,  There  are  men 
who  arrogate  to  themselves  a 
superior  sense  of  justice,  and  who 
are  scrupulously  honest  in 
handling  other  men's  money,  but 
who  are  unscrupulous  in  handling 
other  men's  reputations.  To  gain 
personal  preferment  they  will  not 
hesitate  to  cast  reflection  upon  a 
man's  good  name.  Elder  Morris 
kept  himself  above  scandal,  and 
in  that  virtue  followed  the  ideal 
to: 

"Speak  no  ill — a  kindly  word 
can  never  leave  a  sting  behind: 
And  oh.  to  breathe  each  tale  we've 
heard,  is  far  beneath  a  noble 
mind." 

"God  help  us  all  to  emulate  this 
good  man's  virtues,  to  be  ever 
loyal  and  true  to  the  Gospel  of 
our   Redeemer." 
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BEING   SENSIBLE 

AND   FACTUAL 

A  reprint  from  the  Church  News 

Periodically  a  wave  of  extreme  ideas  is  noted  pertaining  to  the  Word 
of  Wisdom.  It  seems  that  there  are  some  who  never  quite  understand  that 
the  Lord  avoids  extremes  in  his  teachings,  and  that  it  is  well  of  us  to 
do  likewise. 

Certainly  there  is  always  safety  in  staying  with  the  revealed  word  of 
God,  without  trying  to  add  to  it. 

One  of  the  latest  efforts  to  justify  drinking  coffee  is  the  current 
propaganda  that  drinking  cocoa  or  chocolate  is  against  the  Word  of 
Wisdom  and  that  cocoa  is  supposed  to  contain  even  more  caffeine  than 
does  coffee. 

It  is  difficult  to  understand  why  some  individuals  seem  to  enjoy 
shocking  people  with  extreme  statements,  or  why  they  enjoy  being  the 
centre  of  attraction  so  much  that  they  are  willing  to  set  forth  untruths 
as  though  they  were  facts. 

What  are  the  facts  with  respect  to  cocoa,  coffee  and  caffeine? 

For  years  Good  Housekeeping  Magazine  has  maintained  a  high 
standard  of  integrity.  Its  information  is  carefully  worked  out  and  stated 
so  that  all  who  read  may  understand. 

In  its  "Question  Box"  some  time  ago,  the  following  appeared: 

"QUESTION:  Dees  cocoa  contain  more  caffeine  that  does  coffee? 

"ANSWER:  No.  Though  cocoa  and  chocolate  contain  theobromine, 
a  stimulant  similar  to  caffeine,  as  well  as  some  caffeine,  the  total  is  con- 
siderably less  than  in  coffee. 

Average  strength  coffee  contains  approximately  0.397  grain  of  caffeine 
in  a  fluid  ounce  (two  tablespoonfuls):  cocoa,  0.01  grain  of  caffeine  and 
0.027  grain  of  theobromine  in  a  fluid  ounce." 

THE  FACTS  then  completely  dispel  any  notion  that  cocoa  or 
chocolate  is  as  harmful  as  coffee.  Persons  who  say  that  those  drinking 
hot  chocolate  are  breaking  the  Word  of  Wisdom  as  effectively  as  if  they 
drank  coffee  do  not  state  the  truth. 

The  fact  is  also  that  in  the  days  of  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  "hot 
drinks"  as  mentioned  in  the  Word  of  Wisdom  were  officially  interpreted 
by  ths  leading  brethren  of  that  day  to  mean  tea  and  coffee. 

Those  who  make  these  claims  about  cocoa  and  chocolate  do  so  on 
their  own  responsibility,  and  obviously  without  knowing  the  facts  in  the 
matter. 

When  interviewing  for  temple  recommends,  for  instance,  or  for 
advancement  in  the  priesthood,  or  for  baptism,  or  for  any  other  purpose, 
bishops  never  inquire  as  to  whether  a  person  drinks  cocoa  or  eats 
chocolate  candy.  If  the  use  of  cocoa  and  chocolate  were  against  the 
doctrine  of  the  Church  such  inquiry  would  be  made,  but  it  is  not.

SOMETHING  TO  WEAR 


Let  us  for  a  few  moments  join  forces  and  take  an  objective  view 
of  ourselves.  Let  us  examine  ourselves  geographically,  politically, 
temporally  and  spiritually. 

We  South  Africans  are  in  a  unique  position — unique  could  mean 
peculiar,  and  peculiar  could  be  comical,  but  there  is  nothing  funny  about 
the  situation  at  all.  A  comparison  of  today's  map  of  Africa  with  that  of 
three  years  ago  will  immediately  reveal  a  change  that  is  unequalled  in  the 
history  of  the  world,  and  what  is  more  the  stage  is  set  for  a  like  or  even 
bigger  change  in  the  next  three  years. 

This  sleeping  giant — AFRICA — is  stirring,  waking,  stretching  and 
expanding,  and  how  do  we  as  Latter-day  Saints  fit  into  this  changing 
picture?  We  must  come  to  a  full  realization  of  our  position.  We  are 
perched  on  the  tail  of  this  monster,  a  tail  that  will  wag.  Will  it  be  a 
friendly  sympathetic  wag,  or  will  it  lash  out  in  fury  with  all  the  venom 
at  its  command?  So  you  see  that  we  have  a  greater  responsibility  in  this 
land  because  there  is  a  greater  urgency  here  than  anywhere  else  in  the 
world.  It  is  our  duty  to  equip  ourselves  to  fulfill  our  calling,  to  fit  not  only 
ourselves,  but  to  help  our  fellow  men  to  reach  ultimate  exaltation,  and 
to  make  this  earth  a  fit  place  in  which  to  receive  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
at  his  second  coming. 

How  must  we  prepare  ourselves  to  become  worthy  disciples?  We  have 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  fulfil  our  every  need,  whether  temporal  or 
spiritual.  We  have  this  Iron  Rod  with  the  full  authority  of  the  Priesthood 
of  God  to  hold  on  to,  and  to  exert  every  effort  to  assist  in  the  furtherance 
of  God's  kingdom  here  on  earth.  This  rod  is  not  to  hang  on,  to,  which  is 
the  easiest  way  out,  and  thereby  become  a  useless  appendage.  Let  us  then 
use  as  our  foundations:  clean  bodies,  clean  minds  and  clean  dress:  then 
clean  spirits  will  materialise. 

Speaking  of  dress,  the  following  extract  from  an  article  under  the 
heading  of  "Something  to  wear"  by  Sterling  W.  Sill  might  be  of  some 
interest.  He  says.  "People,  especially  women,  suffer  a  great  deal  at  times 
because  they  have  to  skimp  on  their  clothes.  The  phrase  "I  have  nothing 
to  wear"  is  often  loaded  with  grief  and  unhappiness.  Clothes  may  not 
make  the  man,  but  they  do  account  for  about  95%  of  what  is  seen  of 
him.  We  feel  embarrassed  if  we  are  not  as  well  dressed  as  our  friends, 
and  we  do  not  want  to  stand  out  in  a  crowd  because  we  are  shabby.  In 
ancient  times,  if  a  person  was  to  be  honoured  he  was  dressed  in  beautiful 
apparel  with  perhaps  some  personal  adornment  added  to  enhance  h's 
appearance,  but  if  he  was  to  be  humiliated  he  was  dressed  in  sackcloth 
and  covered  with  ashes.  What  can  be  more  uplifting  than  the  possibility  of 
living  in  the  presence  of  God  with  our  bodies,  minds  and  personalities 
dressed  in  Celestial  glory.  What  a  sense  of  loss  for  those  who  have  to  be 
satisfied  with  something  less  beautiful,  something  that  would  be  in  propor- 
tion to  the  glitter  of  a  small  star  as  compared  to  the  glory  of  the  midday 
sun." 

One  wonders  whether  those  who  have  failed  in  their  possibilities  are 
like  those  who  are  always  moaning  that  "I  have  nothing  to  wear."  Now 
is  the  time  that  we  must  determine  how  "well-dressed"  we  are  going  to 
be  in  eternity.  There,  more  than  here,  the  most  pleasing  adornment  will 
not  be  worn  on  our  backs  but  in  our  minds  and  hearts  and  will  shine 
out   in   our  faces.   We   often   say,   "What  a   happy  person,   he  or  she   has 
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laughing  eyes."  It  is  well  to  remember  that  our  eyes  are  the  windows  of 
our  souls,  and  it  is  through  our  eyes  that  people  look  into  our  hearts.  We 
often  show  what  we  really  are  through  our  facial  expressions.  How  then 
do  we  dress  our  faces?  Lincoln  was  once  asked  to  consider  a  certain 
candidate  for  a  high  position,  and  he  said,  "No,  I  am  sorry  but  I  don't  like 
his  face."  He  was  an  expert  in  reading  a  person's  character  from  his  face. 
Consider  this  idea  expressed  in  verse: — 

Whenever  you  cultivate  a  thought, 
Remember  it  will  trace 
With  telling  touch,  in  pictured  form, 
Its  story  on  your  face. 

Whenever  you  act  upon  a  thought, 
Remember  it  will  roll 
Into  your  being,  and  become, 
A  fibre  of  your  soul. 

Whenever  you  express  a  thought, 
Remember  it  will  be 
A  force  throughout  the  universe, 
For  all  eternity. 

The  artist  Norman  Rockwell  was  once  asked  how  he  managed  to  get 
so  much  life  into  the  expressions  of  the  faces  that  he  painted.  He  said, 
"What  you  are  shows  in  your  face.  Sooner  or  later  your  eyes  become  the 
mirrors  of  your  soul."  He  selected  those  who  posed  for  him.  There  was 
no  satisfaction  in  painting  those  who  had  lost  faith,  their  faces  could  be 
sketched,  but  without  character. 

What  then  of  our  future,  what  will  our  status  be?  It  is  a  startling 
thing  to  remember  what  an  importam  part  our  faces  play  in  our  lives, 
but  it  is  even  more  startling  to  realize  that  we  will  be  wearing  our  faces 
for  ever.  God  and  the  friends  of  our  immortality  will  be  more  expert  than 
Lincoln  in  reading  what  is  pictured  there.  We  will  need  courage  to  fulfil 
our  role.  A  Spartan's  son  once  said  to  his  father  that  his  sword  was  too 
short,  and  the  reply  was,  "My  son,  if  you  will  take  a  step  forward  you 
will  find  that  your  sword  is  long  enough."  Let  us  take  a  step  nearer  to 
God,  and  through  faith,  works  and  godliness,  we  will  receive  that  glow 
of  divinity  into  our  human  spirits. 

When  we  are  called  before  the  judgment  bar,  let  there  be  no  need 
for  concern  for  "something  to  wear."  In  our  day  the  Lord  has  said, 
"Clothe  yourselves  with  a  bond  of  charity  as  with  a  mantle  which  is  the 
bond  of  perfectness  and  peace." 

The  Lord  has  promised  those  who  will  serve  him  in  righteousness 
that  "Great  shall  be  their  reward  and  eternal  shall  be  their  glory,  and 
their  wisdom  shall  be  great  and  their  understanding  shall  reach  the 
heavens  for  by  my  spirit  will  I  enlighten  them." 

Try  and  think  of  something  more  wonderful  than  that.  These  are 
the  ones  of  which  it  will  be  said,  "they  have  'something  to  wear'."

AT  a  Sacrament  Service,  just 
before  Christmas,  one  of  the 
Elders  labouring  here,  gave  an 
inspiring  talk  and  this  was  the 
message  he  left  with  us.  He  told 
us  we  all  had  a  chance  to  do 
missionary  work  and  asked  us  if 
we  had  taken  the  trouble  to  warn 
our  neighbours  and  tell  them  of 
the  beautiful  truths  we  had  found. 
He  ended  his  talk  on  this  note, 
'If  not  me  —  who?  If  not  now  — 
when?" 

I  went  home  that  evening,  with 
these  words  imprinted  on  my 
mind.  How,  I  wondered,  do  you 
become  a  missionary.  I  had  told 
most  of  my  friends,  when  I  had 
met  them,  that  I  had  become  a 
member  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  and 
was  now  a  Mormon.  Some  just 
accepted  it,  others  would  look  at 
me  with  a  pitying  expression,  as 
much  as  to  say,  "oh!  you  poor 
thing",  and  would  hurriedly  go  on 
their  way.  It  was  these,  who  made 
me  realize  the  richness  of  my 
blessing,  but  it  did  not  answer  my 
question. 

All  that  week  I  pondered  over 
it,  where  do  I  start.  Eventually 
one  evening,  after  returning  from 
work,  I  decided  to  ask  the  elders 
who  were  staying  with  us  at  this 
time.  So,  I  put  my  problem  to 
them,  they  were  greatly  amused, 
but  as  usual  very  helpful.  Elder 
Bellon  told  me  about  the  Group 
Meetings  he  had  attended  in 
Durban,  and  how  very  enjoyable 
they  were.  Elder  Barlow  added 
that  all  we  had  to  do  was  to  ask 
all  we  met  the  two  important 
questions,  which  were:  (1)  What 
do  you  know  about  the  Mormons? 
(2)  Would  you  like  to  know  more? 
Sound  advice  this,  and  here  was 
my  answer;  now  it  was  up  to 
me. 

My  opportunity  came  sooner 
than  I  expected.  A  young  girl,  who 
worked  in  a  different  department 


to  mine  and  to  whom  I  was  a 
comparative  stranger,  came  to  me 
one  morning  and  asked  me  if  it 
would  be  possible  for  me  to  have 
her  as  a  guest  over  Christmas  and 
the  New  Year.  She  explained  that 
her  room  at  the  hotel,  where  she 
normally  stayed,  had  been  let  for 
that  period.  When  I  agreed,  the 
look  on  her  worried  and  anxious 
face  was  reward  enough.  On  the 
23rd  December,  she  duly  arrived 
and  soon  made  herself  completely 
at  home.  On  Christmas  day  she 
presented  me  with  a  large  box  of 
chocolates  and  with  it  a  card  on 
which  was  written,  "To  Mrs.  Lloyd 
and  her  very  happy  family".  The 
words  on  her  card  thrilled  me 
more  than  the  gift  and  when  I 
thanked  her,  she  told  me  how 
deeply  impressed  she  had  been  by 
the   happiness   we   all   shared. 

"Yes,"  I  replied,  "it  is  wonderful, 
because  the  peace  and  harmony 
you  have  felt  has  been  brought 
into  our  home  by  our  religion." 

I  could  see  she  was  interested, 
so  I  told  her  about  our  Church 
and  of  our  conversion  to  Mormon- 
ism.  I  then  told  her  if  she  would 
like  to  know  more.  I  would  speak 
to  the  Elders  and  they  could 
arrange  a  time  to  give  her  a 
lesson.

So  now 
to  all  who  will  listen,  strangers, 
friends  or  foes,  I  proclaim  the 
fact  that  I  am  a  Mormon  and 
ask  them  the  two  important 
questions. 

Joan-Margaret's  example  to  her 
fellow  classmates  has  brought  two 
investgators  to  Church,  both  under 


age  admittedly,  but  nevertheless 
interested.  Elizabeth  Shepherd, 
too,  has  found  a  contact  and  what 
excitement  the  three  of  us  share 
when  we  can  arrange  a  group 
meeting. 

How  very  thankful  we  are  to 
our  Heavenly  Father  for  the 
privilege  we  have  in  being  able 
to  do  this.  For  the  joy  and  happi- 
ness we  feel — knowing  that  we  can 
be  of  service  to  Him  by  spreading 
the  truth  of  His  restored  Church 
and  Gospel  to  our  fellowmen,  and 
also  the  small  amount  of  assistance 
we  can  give  the  missionaries  who 
have  brought  so  much  happiness 
into  our  lives. 

For  we  know  that  by  continually 
striving,  one  day  soon,  we  will 
find  the  right  contact,  who  will 
have,  "eyes  to  see  and  ears  to 
hear",  and  what  greater  reward 
could  there  be  than  the  knowledge 
that  one  of  us  may  be  instru- 
mental in  bringing  back  just  one 
more  lost  sheep  to  the  elders  for 
them  to  return  to  the  fold.

IT  IS  THE  SAME  with  whole  wheat  or  white  flour.  Persons  who  say 
that  it  is  against  the  Word  of  Wisdom  to  eat  white  flour  simply  do  not 
know  what  they  are  talking  about.  The  same  thing  is  true  with  respect 
to  white  sugar.  The  Church  has  never  banned  or  even  raised  a  question 
about  either  one.  Only  unauthorised  persons  who  speak  on  their  own 
responsibility  try  to  make  Church  doctrine  out  of  their  private  personal 
views. 

It  is  true  also  with  respect  to  meat.  Of  course  the  Lord  advised  eting 
meat  sparingly,  but  he  did  not  ban  it  altogether.  On  the  contrary  He  said 
in  the  Bible: 

"In  the  latter  times  some  shall  depart  from  the  faith,  giving  heed 
to  seducing  spirits  and  doctrines  of  devils;  speaking  lies  in  hypocrisy, 
having  their  conscience  seared  with  a  hot  iron:  forbidding  to  marry 
and  COMMANDING  TO  ABSTAIN  FROM  MEATS  WHICH  GOD

The  duties  of  a  mother  and  wife  in  the  Latter-day  Saint  home  could 

fill  volumes,  so  I  have  chosen  to  mention  only  the  influence  of  a  mother 

and  the  loyalty  of  a  wife. 

Home  is  the  centre  from  which  women  rule  the  world.  Motherhood 

is  the  greatest  potential  influence,  either  for  good  or  ill  in  human  life. 
Do  you  realise  that  "mother"  is  the  very  first  image  that  stamps  itself 

on  a  child's  mind.  President  David  O.  McKay  has  this  to  say: 

"She  who  can  paint  a  masterpiece  or  write  a  book  that  will  influence 
millions,  deserves  the  admiration  and  the  plaudits  of  mankind,  but 
she  who  rears  successfully  a  family  of  healthy,  beautiful  sons  and 
daughters,  whose  influence  will  be  felt  through  generations  to  come, 
whose  immortal  souls  will  exert  an  influence  throughout  the  ages  long 
after  paintings  shall  have  faded,  and  books  and  statues  shall  have 
decayed  or  shall  have  been  destroyed,  deserves  the  highest  honour  that 
man  can  give,  and  the  choicest  blessings  of  God.  In  her  high  duty 
and  service  to  humanity,  ending  with  immortality  eternal  spirits,  she 
is  co-partner  with  the  Creator  Himself." 

Isn't  motherhood  just  another  name  of  sacrifice?  She  will  sacrifice 
her  time,  her  pleasure,  her  comfort  and,  if  necessary,  her  health  and  even 
her  life.  Next  to  eternal  life,  the  most  precious  gift  that  God  can  give 
to  us  is  our  children,  and  as  women  it  is  our  special  privilege  to  bear  them. 
These  little  children  are  spirits  who  have  come  to  the  earth  to  gain  salva- 
tion. When  they  arrive  they  are  pure,  innocent  and  defenceless  and  we 
have  to  care  for  them. 

Having  children,  a  mother  may  at  times  find  it  necessary  to  neglect 
part  of  her  housework,  but  always  work  to  keep  her  children's  love. 

So  often  in  time  of  temptation,  the  memory  of  a  mother's  trust  in 
them  and  love  for  them  and  the  thought  of  how  greatly  their  action 
would  pain  her,  has  prevented  a  young  man  or  woman  from  sinning. 

Get  to  know  your  children's  friends,  invite  them  to  your  homes. 
Find  out  what  sort  of  people  they  are,  and  if  what  you  find  is  that  they 
are  not  of  good  character  or  upbringing,  stop  your  children  from  seeing 
them.  We  can't  choose  our  children's  friends,  but  we  must  try  to  stop  them 
from  associating  with  any  bad  ones  they  may  have.  It  is  truly  necessary 
to  get  to  know  your  children's  friends,  don't  just  sit  back  and  hope  for 
the  best. 

We  have  to  show  our  children  by  our  examples  how  important  the 
marriage  covenant  is,  so  that  they  can  take  their  places  as  worthy  husbands 
and  wives  and  parents.  We  must  also  live  God's  laws  if  we  would  have 
our  children  live  them. 

President  McKay  tells  the  story  of  one  of  the  first  great  lessons  he 
ever  learned.  He  was  attending  the  University  of  Utah.  One  evening  he 
and  some  of  his  family  were  returning  home  from  the  theatre  when  they 
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were  aroused  by  the  screaming  of  a  woman,  in  a  neighbouring  house. 
Thinking  that  a  man  was  beating  his  wife  they  ran  to  investigate.  There 
they  found  a  drunken  woman,  with  her  two  terrified  little  girls  who  were 
crying.  Several  years  later  he  had  occasion  to  teach  in  the  State  Industrial 
School  in  Utah  and  there  he  recognised  two  beautiful  young  women  as 
the  terrified  little  girls  with  the  drunken  mother.  Both  of  them  were  in 
a  reformed  school!  They  were  not  to  blame — they  were  victims  of  the 
evil  influence  of  their  mother. 

Subjects  like  birth,  love,  marriage,  death,  and  destiny  have  to  be 
discussed  with  our  children  in  order  to  give  them  a  proper  understanding 
of  life. 

Teach  the  young  that  the  foundations  of  a  happy  marriage  are  laid 
even  before  the  bride  and  groom  enter  the  church  to  be  joined  together. 

Teach  daughters  to  be  chaste.  The  flower  by  the  roadside  that  catches 
the  dust  of  every  traveller  is  not  the  one  to  be  admired,  and  is  very  seldom 
if  ever  picked.  But  the  pure  little  flower,  blooming  away  on  the  hillside 
with  the  virgin  perfume,  is  the  one  a  boy  would  risk  his  life  to  possess. 

"Beatuies  in  vain  their  pretty  eyes  may  roll,  Charms  strike  the  sight, 
but  merit  wins  the  soul." 

Teach  sons  to  respect  and  honour  womanhood.  A  young  man  once 
asked  his  mother  how  he  would  know  when  he  was  truly  in  love  and  she 
told  him  that  when  he  met  a  girl  who  inspired  him  to  do  his  best,  to 
achieve,  and  make  the  most  of  himself,  she  was  worthy  of  his  love,  and 
was  awakening  love  in  his  heart. 

Too  early  or  rushed  marriages  can  cause  so  much  unhappiness,  and 
it  is  our  duty  as  mothers  to  make  sure  that  our  children  have  a  proper 
understanding  of  marriage  and  can  choose  wisely.  Marriage  is  not  a  mere 
contract  that  should  be  entered  into  in  response  to  a  romantic  whim. 

Sow  a  thought,  and  you  will  reap  an  act, 

Sow  an  act  and  reap  a  habit, 

Sow  a  habit  and  reap  a  character, 

Sow  a  character  and  you  will  reap  an  eternal  destiny. 

Now  let  us  look  at  the  fathers  of  these  children,  our  husbands. 

Our  children  are  as  much  theirs  as  ours  and  we  should  never  put 
him  aside  for  our  children.  There  are  some  cases  where  the  mother  may 
have  to  leave  her  husband,  but  that  is  not  what  we  are  discussing  now, 
rather  we  are  speaking  of  the  normal,  average  home. 

We  must  realise  the  importance  of  our  husbands  and  honour  and 
respect  them. 

The  exalted  view  of  marriage  as  held  by  the  Church  is  given  expressly 
in  five  words  found  in  the  49th  Section  of  the  D.  &  C.  "Marriage  is 
ordained  of  God."  If  at  any  time  you  feel  dissatisfied  with  your  partner  in 
marriage  and  feel  that  marriage  is  not  really  too  important  just  hold  up 
your  left  hand,  the  one  on  which  you  wear  your  wedding  ring  and 
remember  those  five  words. 

Man  and  wife  are  one,  a  binding  relationship  must  exist.  We  should 
be  so  close  that  we  no  longer  think  of  ourselves  but  as  a  unit.  God  no 
longer  thinks  of  us  as  one  but  as  a  family  unit. 

Minimize  faults  and  commend  virtues,  never  keep  secrets  from  each 
other  no  matter  what  reason  you  have  and  as  you  keep  nothing  from 
each  other.  So  too  you  must  preserve  the  privacies  of  your  house  and 
marriage  and  state  of  heart  from  father,  mother,  sister,  brother,  in  fact 
from  the  rest  of  the  world. 

Also  we  women  must  try  to  keep  ourselves  as  attractive  to  our 
husbands  after  marriage  as  before  we  are  married.  Scars  or  wrinkles  are  not 
ugly,  but  neglect  certainly  is. 

No  woman  can  be  a  good  wife  unless  she  knows  how  to  be  always 
loyal  to  her  husband  in  all  things.

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THE   POWER   OF   THE 
PRIESTHOOD 


In  his  "Brief  History  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints",  Edward  H.  Anderson  relates  that  when  the  saints  first  settled  in 
Nauvoo  "they  were  balked  by  the  deadly  fevers.  Scarcely  a  family  was 
exempt  from  the  sickness.  The  prophet  himself  was  prostrated,  but  the 
Spirit  of  God  rested  powerfully  upon  him.  and  on  the  22nd  day  of  July 
he  arose  and  went  about  administering  to  the  sick,  commanding  them  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  to  arise  and  be  made  whole.  Many 
wonderful  instances  of  healing  are  recorded  as  a  result  of  the  faith  of 
that  day  of  miracles." 

Why  was  it  that  the  prophet  himself  had  to  go  about  administering 
to  the  sick  before  the  situation  was  brought  under  control?  Why  did  the 
people  not  call  in  the  elders  of  the  Church  to  administer  to  them? 

The  facts  of  the  matter  are  that  the  elders  wsre  sent  for.  but  their 
administrations  were  ineffective.  But  why?  Were  they  not  properly  called 
and  ordained?  Did  they  not  have  the  authority  to  heal  the  sick  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord?  What  went  wrong?  For  that  matter,  why  does  admini- 
stration to  the  sick  sometimes  have  no  visible  effect  in  our  own  day  and 
age? 

On  the  occasion  previously  mentioned,  the  Prophet  had  a  few  forth- 
right observations  to  make  on  the  subject.  He  said.  "It  is  time  that  such 
things  ended.  Let  the  elders  either  obtain  the  power  of  God  to  heal  or 
let  them  cease  to  minister  the  forms  without  the  power."  (Life  and  Travels 
of  Parley  P.  Pratt.  P.  294.) 

Yet  it  is  the  duty  of  the  elders  of  the  Church  to  respond  when  the 
members  obey  the  injunction  to  "call  the  elders  of  the  church."  (James 
5:14).  Therefore  it  is  the  duty  and  responsibility  of  every  man,  ordained 
to  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood  to  "obtain  the  power  of  God",  not  only 
tp  heal,  but  to  properly  carry  out  all  his  functions  in  the  office  to  which 
he  has  been  called. 

It  is  significant  that  in  the  passage  quoted  above.  Brother  Anderson 
says  of  the  prophet  that  "the  Spirit  of  God  rested  powerfully  upon  him." 
When  we  minister  in  any  of  the  ordinances  of  the  gospel  we  should  do 
so  under  the  guidance  and  direction  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

What  can  we  do  to  gain  this  priceless  gift,  the  right  to  which  we 
have  already  received  at  confirmation? 

Christ,  speaking  to  his  apostles  gave  them  the  simple,  almost  obvious 
answer  when  He  said  "How  much  more  shall  your  Heavenly  Father  give 
the  Holy  Spirit  to  them  that  ask  Him?"  (Luke  11:13).  This  then  is  the 
first  step.  Secondly,  we  must  bear  in  mind  that  the  Holy  Ghost  will  not 
dwell  in  an  unclean  tabernacle.  (I  Corinthians  6:19-20).  Not  only  must 
we  keep  our  bodies  clean  and  fresh,  but  we  must  purge  our  minds  of 
pride  and  selfishness  and  allow  the  Holy  Ghost  to  guide  us  into  paths 
which  will  reflect  the  glory  of  our  Heavenly  Father. 

Let  us  follow  the  examples  set  us  in  the  scriptures  so  that  historians 
writing  of  our  times  may  also  say.  "They  had  given  themselves  to  much 
prayer  and  fasting:  therefore  they  had  the  spirit  of  revelation  and  when 
they  taught,  they  taught  with  power  and  authority  of  God."  (Alma   17:3).
